First, it should be noted that the communication mailed 2/14/05 was mailed in error. The instant application is a reissue application 
which has a different set of rules for amendment of the claims and specification. Accordingly, the applicant's amendments filed in 
response to this communication have not been altered and the amendment to the claims filed 10/14/04 is the currently pending set of 
claims. 

Second, the reply filed on 3/23/05 is not fully responsive to the prior Office Action (mailed 7/14/04) because of the following 
omission(s) or matter(s) : 

1 . The amendment to the paper sequence listing correcting the sequence of SEQ ID NO:30 (and the new amendment to SEQ ID 
NO: 130) was not amended according to the reissue amendment rules. See the bottom of page 4 through page 5 of the Office Action 
mailed 7/14/04. 

2. The reply did not comply with the reissue amendment rules as required in the prior Office Action. See the third paragraph in the 
Office Action mailed 7/14/04. The two amendments to the specification at Table 1, filed 10/14/04 were done improperly because as 
per MPEP 1453(b)(1), the entire paragraph showing the changes with underlining and/or bracketing must be submitted. The entire 
Table 1 would appear to be the entire "paragraph" in the instant case. 

In addition, the amendment to change SEQ ID NO: 13 to a different sequence resulted in the Sequence Rules not being fully complied 
with in the amendment filed 10/14/04 because the SEQ ID NO: 13 as identified in Table 1 does not match the sequence of SEQ ID 
NO: 13 set forth in the paper sequence listing and the computer readable form of the sequence listing. Full compliance with the 
Sequence Rules is required, including filing a new CRF, a new paper sequence listing (with the proper amendments to SEQ ID NO: 13 
and 30 properly shown according to the reissue rules), and a new statement that the two are identical and include no new matter. See 
the top of page 5 of the Office Action mailed 7/14/04. It should be noted that the examiner did not anticipate that another sequence in 
addition to SEQ ID NO:30 would be amended and thus the first sentence of page 5 of the Office Action mailed 7/14/04 is no longer 
applicable. 

Because these improper amendmaits are improper with regard to format only, the reissue oath/declaration filed 10/14/04 covers any 
corrections to the format of the amendments and thus a new supplemental reissue oath/declaration is not required for those 
amendments to the specification. However, any additional new amendments that are made to the specification, claims, or drawings 
will require a new supplemental oath/declaration to cover those new amendments.
